For Sewers 


The Selectmen have unanimous=- 
ly authorized Town Manager 
Thomas E. Duffto apply for federal 
funds under an accelerated public 
works program. 

One major project will be in- 
volved - $1,701,000 for sewers 
and improvements at the Riverina 
rd. pumping station. 

If government officials approve 
the entire project, it would mean 
receipt of half this amount, or 
$845,500. 

Involved are extensions of the 
trunk line into Ballardvale, relief 
for the West Andover area and 
service to the new school on Love- 
joy rd.; improvements in the 
Hidden rd. area, and other exten- 
sions of the system. 

Mr. Duff said five projects are 
included - these will have to be 
done separately anyway. By 
packaging them as one, the cost 
will be 70 cents on the tax rate 
annually.

Champy is seeking a permit, so 
that he can sell fill to the contrac- 
tor building Route 495. 

Chester M. Kopatch, 3 Dumbar- 
ton st., told the Selectmen that 
residents of Dumbarton St., 
Fleming ave. and Sterling st. “are 
satisfied”® with the arrangements 
outlined by Mr. Champy. 

Aldermen Nicholas J. Callahan 
and John J. Fallon of Lawrence 
recorded their favorable senti- 
ments - some of Lawrence’s Den 
Rock Park abuts the Champy land, 
and the city had been notified of 
the hearing as an abuttor. 

The industrial area has been 
more or less land-locked, due to 
a provision that Andover residen- 
tial streets can not be used as 4 
major access. 

Mr. Champy noted that he plans 
to truck the gravel ‘*internally’” 
using a temporary bridge across 
the Shawsheen River within the 
confines of his own property. The 
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Gravel pits took up most of the 
Selectmen’s meeting Tuesday 
night.

The result is that schools are 
examining their curricula and 
teaching methods. The application 
of programmed instruction to the 
learning process can offer much, 
providing a better sequence from 
one level of learning to the next. 

Mathematics is an area pare 
ticularly suited to programming. 
It can be presented in a variety of 
ways. The general structure of the 
‘*program’’ consists of a sequence 
of sentences, fragments of in- 
formation or questions, each 
calling for a response by the user, 
moving, along at his individual pace. 
The ‘‘program’’ does not eliminate 
the textbook but is a valuable 
adjunct to it. The program moves 
by shorter steps and presents 
many varied forms. 

Probably no subject has been so 
inadequately imparted to the 
learner as mathematics due to its 
abstract nature. Capable pupils 
have spent time on manipulation 
and computing answers without 
understanding underlying 
principles. 

These ‘‘planned programs’’ em- 
phasize concepts, repeat princi=- 
ples, help the pupil discover like 
situations, thus preparing him to 
think and develop a _ logical 
approach to new problems. A slow 
learner can drill or go back over 
any points missed until the re- 
sponse is reinforced. The more 
capable student is not delayed by

His interest 
may be aroused with greater 
understanding. Larger classes can 
work together and yet more in- 
dividual attention is possible. 

The program is provocative not 
only to the teacher but to the 
student. Any teacher becomes con- 
vinced of its effectiveness. Pro- 
gram learning does not lighten 
the teacher’s load, but it is an aid 
in handling so many levels of ability 
in one class. The material is of 
great value in preparing students 
to enjoy, understand and succeed

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Smaller Precincts, No Machines 


State Senator James W. Hennigan of Boston has filed 
a bill, for consideration in 1963, which could have far- 
reaching consequences here. 

He calls for voting machines to be installed in every 
precinct across the state, where there are more than 500 
voters. 

The machines cost about $2,000 apiece; several would 
be needed in each of the larger precincts. 

That’s mighty expensive legislation — just another 
example of legislative interference with local matters. 
First, of course, came the law which put most towns 
behind the well-known eight-ball — that law requires that 
counting begin after the polls close. 

The towns would not be late in reporting their votes, 
if counting began as soon as the first block was ready, 
and continued throughout the day. 

In Andover, town clerk Irving O. Piper has, for some 
time, been advocating a realignment of precincts and the 
addition of as many new precincts as necessary to bring 
them all within reasonable totals. And in an editorial 
last week, the Townsman suggested that this need has 
become most apparent, following the state election of 
Nov. 6. 

It would be sound judgment for the Selectmen to 
authorize a study of possible precinct boundaries, which 
could be adopted in time for the 1964 town election, and 
thus be perfected for the 1964 presidential election the 
following November. 


Extra Cost Possible 


The School Committee’s proposed study of secondary 
school needs brings up an interesting situation, and one 
that may cost the town extra money in the long run. 

The Committee quite obviously needs, and expects to 
hire, an architectural firm to make the study. This may 
cost up to $10,000. 

If the study is completed before March, 1963, and an 
article is inserted in the annual warrant for a new 
school, it is quite likely that a building committee will 
be appointed. 

This committee, if it follows usual practice, will hire 
an architect to draw plans for the new structure. 

This may, or may not, be the same architect chosen 
by the School Committee. If it is not, the cost is obvious 
— the new firm would travel over some of the same 
ground covered by the School Committee’s architect. 
Thus the town would be paying double for a portion of 
the exploratory work. 

But there is no way for the School Committee to bind 
a building committee to one architectural firm — it is up 
to the building committee to exercise good judgment. 
The chief financial advantage to using the same firm is 
that quite frequently the cost of preliminary studies are 
absorbed in the over-all fee, when the same architect 
does all of the work. 

It can be hoped, but not required, that this point is 
kept in mind when a building committee sets out to hire 
an architect. 


Why Close Up? 


In retrospect, the Board of Selectmen — acting as the 


town’s licensing authority — was perhaps somewhat 


“‘traditional’’ in its approach to the sale of alcoholic 
beverages during the voting hours Nov. 6. 

In Andover, all places selling alcoholic beverages — 
including package stores — were closed from 7 a.m. to 
7 p.m. This has been a custom over the years, but is 
purely a matter of local option. 

Other nearby communities have relaxed their own 
requirements in recent years, and this tends to work a 
hardship on Andover establishments and stores, which 
must remain closed, 

It seems to us that the hours should be uniform for 
all. If Andover package stores are closed, so should 
stores all around us. This can only be accomplished by 
an act of the legislature, and probably there would be 
many complaints if the state stepped in to take over 
another local decision. 

But if no state regulations are imposed, it appears 
logical to conform with the growing custom in this area, 


and let these businesses stay open during elections. 


Then there will be no unfavorable competitive situation 
arise, which can only hurt our local businessmen.
